EXCHEQUER TALLIES, |

Wooden Money That Was at DI.|
Time Current In England, t

Wooden money in the shape of ex-
ehegquer tnllles was current prior to
the establishment of the Bank of Eng-
Inndd In 1804, Tallles wos the name
glven to the notched sticks formerly in
use in England for keeplng the ae-
counts of the exchequer. They were
gquare rods of hazel or willow, In-
scribed on one slde with notehes indl
cating the sum for which the tally waa
an scknowledgment and on two other
#ldes with the st In Roman charac-
tors.

When the transaction was completed
the tally recording It was split length-
wiso, 80 thoat ench section contained n
balf of ¢nsh noteh and one of the writ-
ten sldes. One half, called the tally,
or check, was given to the person for
whose service It was Intended, and the
other half, ealled the counter tally,
wits retained In the exchequer untll its
corresponding tally should be brought
in by the person who had last given
value for it

It thus beeame a current token rep-
resenting cash, After the establish-
ment of the Bank of England govern-
ment payments were made through ts
agency, The use of tallies in the ex-
chequer was abollshed by statute 28,
George 111, The old tallles were by
nets 4 and 5, Willlam IV, ordered to
be destroyed, and It was burning them
that cnused the conflagration by which
the old houses of parlinment were de-
molished.—London Tit-Bits,

Some yeara later Johnson
bullt a boat with which he experiment-
el In the Thames for the British admi-
ralty. In this connection it may be
mentioned that one of Napoleon's mar-
ehals, Massenn, began life ns o smug-
gler on o large scale, and Commodore
Thurot of the French navy of that
time obtalned his knowledge of the
British coasts while in the employ of
n emuggler.
